THJB PLATFORM. 


The following platform, after a strong 


discussion, was adopted: 


1. That we hold the late decision of 


tho supreme court 'on tho legal t&ider 
question to be a full vindication of tho 
theory which that party has always ad- 
vocated on the right and authority of 
congress over the issue of legal tender 
notes, and we hereby pledge ourselves 
o uphold said decision and to defend the 
constitution against alterations or amend- 
ments intended to deprive the people of 
any rights or privileges conferred by 
hat instrument. 
We demand the issue 


of such money in sufficient quantities to 
supply the actual demands of trade and 
commerce in accordance with the in- 
crease of population aud the develop- 
ment of our industries. We demand the 
lubsn'tutdon of greenbacks for national 
>ank notes, aud tho prompt payment of 
he public debt; we want that money 
which saved our country in time of war, 
ind which has given it prosperity and 
lappiness n peace. 
We condemn the 


retirement of fractional currency, and 
small denominations of greenbacks^and 
lemand their restoration. 
We demand 


lie i&iue of the hoards of money now 
ocked up in the United .States treasury 
by applying them to the payment of the 


ablic debt now due. 
2. We denounce as dangerous to our 


republican institutions those methods and 
policies of the republicanaud democratic 
parties which have sanctioned or permit- 
ied the establishment of land, railroad, 
money and other gigantic corporate mo-_ 
nopolieB, and we demand such govern- 
mental action as may benecessary to take 
iroin such monopolies tho powers which 
they have BO corruptly and unjustly 
iBnrped, and restore them to the people 
» whom they belong. 


3. The public lauds, being the natur- 


il inheritance of the people,we denounce 
hat policy which has granted to corpor- 
ations vast tracts of lands, and we de^ 
mand that immediate and vigorous meas- 
ures be taken to reclaim from such cor- 
porations for the people's use-and benefit 
all such land grants as hare been forfeit- 
id by reason of •non-fulfillment of con- 
laot, or that may have been 'wrongfully 
acoqnired by corrn.pt legislation, and that 
such reclaimed l^nds and other public 
domain be henceforth held as a sacred 
lust, to begranted only to actual settlers 
n limited quantities; and we demand 
that alien ownership of 'land, individual 
or corporate, shall be prohibited. 


_ 4. We demand congressional regula- 
iou of interstate commerce. 
We de- 


nounce "pooling," stock watering, and 
liscrimination in rates and charges, and 
that congress shall correct these abuses 
even, if necessary, by the construction 
of national railroads. We also demand 
the establishment of agovernment postal 
telegraph system. 


5. All private property, ah1 forms of 


money and obligations to pay money 
should bear their justproportion of pub- 
lic taxes. We demand a graduated in- 
come tax. 


6. We demand an amelioration of the 


condition of labor by enforcing sanitary 
laws in industrial establishments, by the 
abolition of the convict labor system, by 
the rigid inspection of mines and factor- 
ies, by a reduction of the hours of labor 
in industrial establishments, by fostering 
educational institutions and by abolish- 
ing child-labor. 


8. We condemn all importations of 


contracted labor, made with a view of re- 
ducing to starvation wages tho working 
men of this country, and demand laws 
for its prevention. 


8. We insist upon a constitutional 


amendment reducing the terms of United 
States senators one half, and making 
them elective directly by the people; 
also making the president ineBgil Jc to 
re-election. 


0. We demaud such rules for thc gov- 


ernment of congress as shall place all 
representatives' ot thc people upon an 
casual footing aud take away from com- 
mittees a veto power greater" than that 
of the president. 


in. Tho question as to the amount of 


duties to be levied upon various articles 
of import, has been agitatod, ciuarroled 
over, and hns divided communities for 
nearly a hundred years. It. is not now, 
aud never will be settled, nnle»s by tlu 
abolition of indirect taxation. It" is a 
convenient issue, always raised when 
the people are excited over abuses in 
their midst. While we favor a wise re- 
vision of the tariff Jaws with a view nl 
raising revenue from luxuries rather than 
necessaries, we insist that as an economu 
question, UK importance is inaignificanl 


._. compared with the financial issue; for 
whereas we have suffered our worst pan- 
ics uudrr law, audalsounder high tariffs, 
we have never suffered from a panic or 
seen our factories aud work shops closed 
while tho volume of our money iu cir- 
culatiou was adequate to the needs of 
commerce. Give our farmers and man- 
ufacturers money as cheap as you now 
give our bankers, and they can pay high 
wages to labor aud compete with the 
whole world. 


11. For tho purpose of testing the 


sense of the people upon the subjects, we 
ire in favor of submitting to a vote of 
he people an amendment to the eonsti- 
utiou in favor of suffrage, regardless of 
sex, and also oil the subject of the liquor 
traffic, 


12. All disabled soldiers of the late 


war should be equitably pensioned; aud 
we denounce the policy of keeping a 
small army of office-holders, whose only 
>usmess is to prevent, on technical 
jrounds, deserving soldiers from obtain- 
ng justice from tho government they 
lelped to save. 


13. As our name indicate)), we are a 


national party, knowing no east, no 
west, no north, no south. Having no 
sectional prejudice, we can properly 
ilaoe in nomination for the high offices 
of state men from any section of the 
Union. 


14. We appeal to all people who be- 


-ave iu our principles to aid us by voice 
and pen and voteC
